Secriox. 1. That the State Auditor, Attorney
. General and Adjutant Genersl, are hereby constituted
and erented a board of appeals, to hear and determine Jape wrode—
all matters of claims arising under and out of claims sist—duy of boara
not heretofore presented and those presented and dis-
allowed before the honard of auditors, created by the
“ Act to amend an act entitled an act to create u board
of auditors for the adjustment of claims for war expen-
ditures, and to define the powers and duties of said
hoard,” and to allow or disallow any or all of such
claims as in thejr judgment may scem just and proper.
Src. 2. Said hoard hereby created shall meet at
the Capitol of the State on the first Monday of April, whersas when
and on the first Monday in each month thereafter, du- te=e
ring the remainder of the year 1864. Provided, That
such mectings shall not occupy more than two days
in any one month.
Skc. 3. 1t shall he the duty of board of appeals,

and to file and prescrve the same, and also to file and
preserve all vouchers and other papers which may have
been received by said board as evidence of any claim
allowed by them. They shall also keep a record of all
claims presented, and upon all claims allowed by them,
shall he endorsed, the words <«Allowed by the board of
appeals,” and on all claims disallowed shall be endorsed,
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¢¢ disallowed by the board of appeals.” And it shall also

be the duty of szid bourd to roport to the next legislature

of this State, within the first ten days of its session,
o mskereponto ¢ fUll aUQ specific statement of all cluims allowed by
leghalature them, showing the nature of such claims, and to whom
allowed, and whenever such report so made shall have
been adopted by the legislature, then and not other-
wise, shall claims reported allowed by said board, be re-
garded us finelly audited, and the acts of said honrd fully
sunctioned. But in case the legislature shall fail or
noglect to ndopt said report, then, and in that case, the
allowance of claims by said board shall be inoperative
and of no effect.

Sec. 4. Provided that nothing herein contained
shall be held or taken as implying any obligation on
the part of the Stute of Minnesota, to pay uny claims
allowed under the provisions of this act.
